The 
tower was used by Souza's during early days of 
television. They would set up the tower and antenna with 
television at your home to make sure it would work to 
clinch sale. During those days Channel 2, 4 & 5 out of 
the Bay Area were the only thing on the air. Many 
families spent Saturday evening in front of a fuzzy 
Channel 2 screen imagining they were watching a 
wrestling match. The truck belonged to Swanson's Feed 
located on West Main in Turlock.

General Meeting Minutes 
War Memorial Building, Turlock, California 
January 13, 2015 


7:02 p.m. - President, Ron Roos, called the meeting to order, welcomed all. 


Pledge of Allegiance 
All members introduced themselves. Presenters for the Battery Purchase set up 


Larry Rose, K6IY had a question for the group. He discussed an AM Radio Forum from Australia that referred to an F Call. He asked 
what this was. Others clarified that it was a limited license equivalent to a Technician. 


Mike Smith Introduced the Presenters for the Batteries. Jim Pritcher, (a local consultant), Helen Woosley, (Engineer), and Mansour 
(Representative out of Windsor, CA.) from SPS (Stationary Power Systems). Mansour began the presentations by giving an overview 
of the company with a Power Point. SPS or Stationary Power Systems, make a wide variety of batteries. They range from alkaline to 
locomotive batteries. APEX Battery has a large selection of batteries including marine, automotive and stationary. They have an 
extensive warehouse in Sacramento. EnerSystems were established in 1908. They stand behind their products. They will install, charge 
and test the batteries. They are able to be easily contacted with questions or for any service needs, etc, Mansour stated. 


Next, Helen Woosley discussed what might be possible options for the TARC purchase/ needs. She had a conference with Mike Smith 
and James. Ellen suggested that a DC Charger would be something that we would need. The ‘Newmar’ Charger is a very good system 
she stated. A load of 50 AMPS would need 1Rectifier to carry the load. She discussed the purchase of a Charger to maintain the 
batteries. She mentioned that a Temperature Compensation could tell how much life is left in the battery. 


Grady Williams stated that we would do the install ourselves. He clarified that we already have our distribution bus, which is a four. Helen 
continued her presentation and mentioned that she had researched some batteries. OPCD’s would not require extensive maintenance. 
She recommended a 12 Volt, 190 AMP Battery and 13 (thirteen) 12 Volt Jars. These carry a 10 year warranty and a 5 year full warranty. 
They operate at negative 25 degrees Celcius and go up to 122 degrees Farenheit. 2.25 was what was recommended. 


The group had an opportunity to ask questions and get clarifications from Helen. Grady Williams, Spencer Boyd and other members 
clarified what the TARC currently has already. (Racks, etc). Helen ended stating that a Controller, and a Rectifier would be all needed. 
All thanked the two presenters. 


Ron Roos made a motion to approve the minutes from the last meeting. Ben made a motion to approve the minutes, Wesley seconded 
the motion. 


Mike Smith gave the Treasurers Report. The end of year report is $1487 in savings. The Christmas Dinner at Covenant Village was paid 
($125). The will for December’s 150 Kilowatt hours was paid. And $225 worth of raffle tickets were sold. At the end of 2014, there were 
a total of 108 Dues Paid Members. We are still accepting dues. 


Phyllis Frasier discussed the ARC Over Newsletter. She will continue to put this together until February. We will need a new volunteer to 
take her place. Mike Smith thanked Phyllis for all her effort and dedication to this. All members clapped. 


Grady Williams reported on the Repeater Committee. OBI, to replace the Grand Stream and link over to IXA. Grady continued with 
discussion of Program Preferences Forms. Forms were distributed to all members in attendance. Directions were to number your 
personal preferences for which presentations you prefer. 


Next, Grady announced that the Valentine Dinner scheduled for the 13% had been changed. The new date is February 17‘. It will still be 
at Covenant Village. Some members would not be able to come the 17. Ron Roos asked the members to vote by show of hands if they 
would like to see the Valentine Dinner continue as planned on the 17" or cancel it. Voting; 9 were in favor of, 6 opposed. We will have 
the Valentine Dinner of the 17. Checks and monies should be turned into Grady. 


Chris currently goes over our TARC books. He is going through extensive medical treatment now and may not be able to continue. Ron 
will inquire, but in the meantime we are looking for a volunteer to do this. Steve Brown will ask his wife if she would do this. 


Auction; For the auction, we will need a building. Chris will not be able to do this. Spencer Boyd said he will check into the possibility of 
Crossroads Church. 


8:15 pm Ron Roos made a motion to adjourn the meeting. Steve Brown seconded the motion.
